Hart Enrollment 
Reaches New High 


As of September 19, enrollment 
at Hartnell had reached the all- 
time high of 939 students, repre- 
senting a gain of nearly 100 over 
the 1955. record. 

Of the total there were 591 fresh- 
men, 297 sophomores and 47 spe- 
cial or adult students over 21 and 
carrying 10 hours per week or less. 
Included also in the total were 59 
foreign-born students, and 150 ex- 
servicemen attending under the var- 
ious laws governing the education 
of veterans. The only decréase in 
registration has been in the veteran 
groups, amounting to nearly 50 less 
than last year. Mr. Clifford Swan- 
son, registrar, explains that there 
are several’ veterans’. applications 
pending. 

Only slightly more than half of 
the students attending the college 
this year are from Salinas.. Most of 
the out-of-town students are from 
neighboring communities such as 
Watsonville with 115, Santa Cruz 
53, Gilroy 39, Soledad 34, King City 
19, Morgan Hill 15, and lesser 
groups from several other areas,

was opened with prayer by 
Rabbi Abraham Haselkorn. Follow- 
ing an introduction by Hartnell 
College president, Mr. Stuart Du- 
four, the guest speaker, Dr. Wal- 
ter Farr, M.D.,. spoke on “profes- 
sional ethics.” In his short address, 
Dr. Farr reminded the graduates 
to always be correct and just with 


the patients, and endeavor to be 
charitable in all that they do. 

Hartnell faculty members and 
members of local hospitals respon- 
sible for the training were intro- 
duced by Miss Helen Underwood, 
director of vocational nursing at 
the college. 

First to be introduced was Miss 
June Handley, dean of women and 
advisor to the vocational nurses, 
followed by: Mrs. Warren, director 
of nursing at Memorial hospital; 
Miss Peters, assistant to Mrs. War- 
ren; Mrs. Gallaway, who works for 
both Salinas hospitals; Mrs Win- 
thers and Miss Breth, clinical in- 
structors. 

Following the presentation of the 
class, Mr. C. I. Bentley, supervisor 
of industrial education, in accept- 
ance, first thanked Dr. Farr for 
the great work he did for the ori- 
gin of the vocational nurses’ classes. 
It was he who three years ago, as 
a member of the board of trustees, 
helped push the program through. 
Mr. Bentley stated that through the 
process of better techniques being 
introduced through the three years 
this plan has been in progress, this 
class should have gained more than

Welcome to Hartnell College 


In these comments from the editor’s desk we should like to dispense 
with. possible criticism and feasible solutions and simply shed light on 
graces of attending Hartnell college. Our school has gained quite a rep- 
utation throughout the state and nation in academic, athletic and social 
aspects. 

All four-year colleges recognize Hartnell as a sound stepping stone to 
their thresholds. The variety of courses offered here and the caliber of 
instructors and facilities available are almost unmatched in any Cali- 
fornia junior college. - 

Sportswise, Hartnell has fielded some of the best athletic teams in 
the collegiate history of our state. The Junior Rose bowl team in 1952 
and its streak of unbeaten games following, present an unprecedented 
junior college record. Last year the team was runnerup, in league stand- 
ing, to Menlo. Our baseball teams have won championship after cham- 
_pionship and we have been outstanding in basketball, tennis and track. 

On the social scale, the student government of Hartnell is known 
throughout the state as one of integrity and dependability. Their out- 
standing work here and at junior college government conventions has 
been proof of this. 

The new student union building has gained rapid statewide attention. 

The idea of the student union was conceived about eight years ago 
by the Alpha Gamma Sigma under the guidance of Dr. Luella Hall, in- 
structor in social sciences here. With the Stanford university student 
union as a model, plans were shaped throughout the years. Instructors, 
administrators, students, alumni and Salinas valley business men joined 
in the effort and the final seal of approval was stamped on September 
15, 1953. Its completion, at a cost of $106,000, was one of the many 
benevolent dreams of the late John B. Lemos, president of Hartnell for 
twenty years. 

The John B. Lemos Memorial student union is an accomplishment 
for all people connected with Hartnell to be proud of, not just those at- 
tending as students. It adds to the social attitudes of all students, it 
adds to the architectural value and beauty of Salinas, it adds to the 
prestige and facilities of Hartnell college. 

The facts can easily arrow to one thought that should be predominant 
in the minds of Hartnellites and all people connected with them — “We 
are proud of our college!” 


First Assembly Shows Good Spirit 


The true spirit of Hartnell was evidenced at the first student body 
assembly of this year as was witnessed by the throng that attended. 

Gerald Ferreira, commissioner of rallies and assemblies, opened the 
meeting by introducing to the students Mr. Stuart Dufour, president 
of Hartnell college. After welcoming all students, the president went 
on to identify Hartnell as being one of the best junior colleges in this 
state, and urged the students to keep up the good name which it has 
earned over the past years. 

The assembly was briefed by him on the friendly feud that has ex- 
isted between M.P.C. and Hartnell these past few years. No doubt at 
the time one college has felt in the mood to pull’a prank on the other, 
it was done in sport, but it was made clear by Dufour that it is done 
only at a premium, It was arranged, as of a couple of years ago, that 
the college responsible for any wanton damage to the other will be ob- 
ligated to meet the repair cost through its student body funds. 

He continued by speaking about the new parking facilities. “We have 
now done away with our ‘duck pond’ and no more ‘baths.’” This he 
said in reference to the parking area as it was last year. Now it has 
been extended behind the cafeteria and has been planned and covered 
with gravel at the cost of $17,000. “I urge you,” he said, “to go easy on 
the gas pedal and don’t cause damage by unnecessary wheel spinning. 
Painted parking lines have been planned as soon as the gravel has set- 
tled enough. 

Now that the student enrollment has reached a new high parking 
facilities are still somewhat inadequate. Mr. Dufour went on to say 
that parking around the school is permissible but avoid obstructing the 
administration building and also don’t park on the far side of Home- 
stead avenue., He made clear that smoking is forbidden in the buildings 
and in the front of the college. 

The. president praised the work of last year’s student commission in 
its handling of the new student union buildings, and requested that the 
furniture and its facilities be respected as such continuously. It is a fine 
building for study and relaxation, but eating is forbidden. In closing he 
wished all students best wishes for the ensuing year. 

Next on the agenda was the new student body president, Gus An- 
derson, who introduced this year’s commissioners. Following this, Mr. 
Lorell McCann, Hartnell college band director, and Grey Whipple, drum 
major, were introduced. They jointly asked for the cooperation of mu- 
sically minded students to get together and help form a fine marching 
band. 

The meeting was then turned over to Coach Ken Blue, football men- 
tor, who in turn introduced the football team. After this the cheer 
leaders led the students in a program cheer for them and the meeting 
was brought to a close.

SEVEN NEW TEACHERS 


Hartnell college has seven new 
faculty members added to its staff 
this year, Dr. Lional Olsen, Mr. 
Larry Newton, Mr. Daniel Coulter, 
Jr.. “Mr. Randall Decker, Dr. How- 
ard Braverman, Miss Catharine 
Carpenter and Miss Helen Under- 
wood. 


Dr. Olsen, the new dean of stu- 
dent personnel, came to Hartnell 
from Stanford. After graduating 
from the College of Pacific with 
an A.B. degree, he attained an 
M.A. and Ed.D. degrees from Stan- 
ford. Before coming to Hartnell, 
Dr. Olsen had taught and been a 
counselor in high school and junior 
college. He has been the secondary 
coordinator for the county superin- 
tendent of school’s office and was 
an instructor for the Stanford sum- 
mer session. In the literary field 
he has had articles published in 
“Nation’s Schools,” “School Execu- 
tive,’ and the “American School 
Board Journal.” 


During World War II he served 
in the “navy and was discharged 
with the rank of pharmacist’s mate 
second class. 

Mr. Decker, journalism instruc- 
tor, an ex-W.W. II naval lieuten- 
ant, attained his B.J. degree from 
the University of Missouri and 
later an M.A. from Colgate univer- 
sity. Prior to coming to Hartnell 
he taught at St. Joseph’s College, 
Ind., and Colgate university. He 
has had several years’ experience 
in newspaper, radio and public re- 
lations work, and part of this in- 
cluded working in the Pentagon. 
He is married and the father of 
three children. 

Dr. Braverman, instructor in so- 
cial studies, came to Hartnell from 
Brooklyn college. He received his 
B.A. from there and later an M.A. 
and Ph.D. from Duke university. 
Dr. Braverman started teaching in 
Marietta college and later Long 
Island university, University of 
Maryland and Brooklyn college. 

In 1952 Dr. Braverman wrote 
“The Economic and Political Back- 
ground of the Conservative Revolt,’’ 
published in the Virginia Maga- 
zine of History and Biography. In 
1953, “Calvin H. Wiley’s North Car- 
olina Reader,” in the North Caro- 
lina Historial Review. The father 
of two young children, he resides in 
Salinas. 


Miss Carpenter, assistant librar- 
ian, received her B.S. degree in 
business administration from the 
University of Colorado. Later she 
attended the University of Califor- 
nia, where she received a B.L.S. in 
librarianship. Before coming to 
Hartnell, Miss Carpenter had been 
the librarian at Grand Canyon col- 
lege, Ariz., and Yuba college, Calif. 

Mr. Newton, instructor in busi- 
ness, received his A.B. degree from 
the University of Minnesota and 
later his M.A. from the University 
of California. Prior to joining the 
Hartnell faculty he had taught at 
San Francisco State college and. Mo- 
desto high school. He has also held 
a position in the personnel section 
of the Southern Pacific railway. 

Another W.W. II navy .veteran, 
he served his time in the Pacific. 
He is married, the father of two 
children and now makes his home 
in Salinas.

Extended day courses were inau- 
gurated at Hartnell on September 
16, with 123 students signing up 
for the evening courses under the 
general supervision of Principal 
Glen Wilson. : 

As the name suggests, the night 
classes are a part of the college, 
and the units gained are acceptable 
in higherechelons of education. 

The evening college was estab- 
lished primarily to enable working 
students to carry a full unit load 
and thus hasten their graduation. 
All classes are now taught by in- 
structors qualified by law to teach 
college subjects. 

Courses being offered include: 
Oil Painting and Water Color (Art 
27 and 14-A) by Mr. Amyx; Busi- 
ness Law (Business 18-A and: 76), 
by Mr. Andersen; Psychology 33 by 
Mr. -Kunhart; English A by Dr. 
Bjarnason; History 17-A, 17-B by 
Dr. Wilson; and Accounting 53-A 
by Mr Newton. 


In addition to the local courses, 
a class in Spanish 51 is being taught 
by Mr. Butler at Soledad prison for 
the benefit of the personnel and 
staff of that institution. 

Mr. Wilson states that -in the 
near future two additional courses 
will probably be instituted locally. 
Public Speaking 1-A, taught by Mr. 
Dickey, and Princtples of Televi- 
sion, taught by Mr. Nelson. 

It is the mission of the evening 
college to broaden the services of- 
fered to the community and offer 
citizens an opportunity to fill out 
their education and obtain an A.A. 
degree. ‘

sonnel at Fort Ord and Mr. Wil-

Hartnell secondary in the 40 yard 
race to the end zone. The try for 
the extra point was good, so after 
less than five minutes of play the 
Porterville Pirates were leading 
Hartnell 7 to 0. 


The cheers of the Porterville fans 
had hardly calmed down when Ron 
Critchfield, Hartnell’s quarterback, 
took the kickoff in his own end 
zone, eluded a number of would-be 
tacklers at the 25 yard line, then 
broke away clear at about his own 
40 and ran the last 60 yards to the 
end zone unmolested.

Just minutes after they had 
scored their second touchdown, 
Porterville received the~ Hartnell 
punt and led by Askins, Encinas 
and Schaffer, the Pirates drove the 
ball down to the Panther 16 yard 
line.

Goodwin gained two more yards 
and end Larry Butts made a spec- 
tacular catch of Critchfield’s pass 
good for 16 yards. Goodwin again 
added three yards on a flat pass 
from Critchfield. Halfback‘ Dave 
Crocker then went off tackle for 
eight yards, Crocker again gained 
20 yards on a pass from Critchfield, 


putting the ball on the 15 yard line 
of Porterville. Ron Bernal carried 
the ball for five yards down to the 
ten as the gun sounded ending the 
third quarter. Hartnell then scored 
on the next play as quarterback 
Ron Critchfield and halfback Dave 
Crocker teamed up on a 10 yard 
pass and a touchdown. Crocker’s 
try for the extra point was good 
and the score read Hartnell 14 and 
Porterville 20. 


Hartnell’s visions of victory were 
short-lived as Porterville scored 
their fourth touchdown just five 
plays later.
